Ing it; which leaſt hee ſhould , I humbly 
begg you not to-refuſe the duty of my friends 
or my interceding with him. Then withone 
ſtaying for her conſent, leaſt ſhe' ſhould; re 
Et the firſt proffer of my ſervice, I went ims 
mediatly bluſhing and-trembling to my. Fa« 
ther:, who then' came in , and beſoughthini 


fo 
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fo worthy his (ollicicing , and his Kings con- 
ceſlion, Moneſes who was alwayes inclin'd 
co actions of this Quallity , ſo powerfully 
perſwaded Arſacesto grantthe faire Parthe- 
niſla's requeſt, thathedidit. Yon may caſt- 
Iy imagine I receivd no ſmall contentment 
in this little ſervice, eſpecially when afcer I 
had begg'd her to accept it as an earneſt of 
what 1 was confin'd to pay her, me thought 
her bluſhes plac'c a true interpretation on 
my meaning : But after thart lircle diſorder 
was paſt , whether to diſpniſe it, or out of a 
true ſence of whatſhe was then gocing talay, 
{I cannor tell; but I can, that her anſwer was, 
My obligation to you (Sir ) is {o extreame 
great, that it makes me almoſt queſtion the 
Kings juſtice or my Fathers merits which 
needed {o powerfull an interceſſor. I had no 
kaſure to reply, for Arſaces retir'd into his 
Cabinet,and ſhe to her own houſe, whither I 
defired to waite on her, but ſhe worid permit 
me to doe (o, no farther then” to her Char- 


_ riot. I withdrew my (clfe immediatly after to 


my owne Appartment, and paſſed the reſt 
of the day with ſome impatience, longing for 
a Darkneſſe equall ro that which began to 
BO: Cc -: a_ 
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Diffuſe ir (ſelfe over my Thoughts, that T 
might the more' uninterruptedly entertaine 
them. As ſoone as | was a-bed , inſteed of 
that reſt I uſually cooke, 1 found mine was 
Diſturbed by a Throng of Aſſailiants. Buc 
Partheniſla's beauty had aflum'd fo tranſ- 
cendent an Empire over my memory , that 
my reflections on it , almoſt ſuppreſlcd all 
others ; which made me begin co imagine 
it was Love,by my then reſenting what 1 had 
heard of it. I muſt confeſle this did ſomewhat 
ſurprize me , for my Governour had imbued 
me with ſobada character of that paſſion(he 
being a Stoick) that I fear'd italmoſt as mach 
as I admir'd Partheniſſa; which made me call 
into my memory all thoſe Antidotes he had 
given me, As the poorenes of ſubmitting toa 
Sexe the Gods had given ours the authority 
over : The vaſt troubles in purchaſing our 
deſires : The (mallnes(comonly) of the va-' 
Ine, it obtain'd : or the naturall inconſtancy 
of Women, which by depriving us ofa known 
tclicity renderg the lofle the greater.” That by 
the definition of Love, the Chaſe is a greater 
happineſle thatthe Quarry ; for love is a de- 
firc,and we never deſire that which we enjoy, 

TT YL there» 
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therefore with the fruition the Love ceaſes , 
fo that ſince the beſt of Love, is to be ill, bue 
to be well againe , who would be a Vota- 
ry to that Paſſion ? Many other arguments 
my memory would haye furniſht me with= 
all, had not the growing Idea of Parthenif- 
{a's beauty made them Vaniſh ; and then 
my reaſon taking her Defence, furniſht me 
with theſe Anſwers. That the Precedency our 
Sex had over hers, was rather an Aſſump- 
tion of our owne , then a Conceſſion of 
the Gods,for amonglt thoſe Creatures which 
purely obſerve the Dictates of Nature, and 
can neither Lye, nor Diſſemble , the Fe- 


minine Sex, is courted by the Maſculine, or 


if the Divine Law gave the laſt the prehemi- 
nence over the firſt , yet the Law of Cuſtome 
did ſuſpend it, That the conſideration of 
croubles to a minde capable of ſo high a De- 
ſigne as the adoring of Partheniffa ; ſhould 
rather inflame, than diminiſh the courage. 
In what darkneſle had the world liv'd, if difh- 
culty had not rather added tap, then ſuppreſt 
the Deſires of generous undertakings : As for 


the ſmallneſſe of the value if obtain'd; that is | 


not the fault of Love, butpf Choyce, TT hat 
| C2 Incon- 
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Inconſtancy,is not hereditary to theSexe,the 
examplesof Lneretia & many others (uffici- 
ently evidencing,thar is not their Naturg,but 
their Vice : Thar it would be a difficult thing 
to perſwade a man who might grow rich , out 
of that defire , from an apprehenſion that if 
he became poore againe his loſe wouid be 
the more unſupportable. And laſtly to Loves 
being a defire which cealſeth with fruition; we 
might as juſtly ſay , that a Marchant which 
courts Wealth,and makes his life his trouble 
to obtaine it, when hee has his end , may as 
Propesly be called poore, as an enjoying Lo- 
ver, by fruition,ceaſes to be one; for when he 
once has the poſleſlion, ſo many unfancy'd 
joyes diſcloſe themſelves, that they aftoard 
ſufficient nouriſhment to preſerve, if not in= 
creaſe the fire; and the Jefire of the continu- 
ance of that happines does ſtill maintain love, 
if love were only adefire ; For fruition is not 
likelighrning, that vaniſhes ſo ſoone as it ap- 
peares, bur as the Elizian Joyes, whole great- 
neſle conſiſts in the duration ; ſo that Love is 
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end, I tell you theſe little Reaſonings,notthat 
I efteeme them worthy your atcention,but to 
acquaint you with Parthenifſa's power, ſince 
to captivate a heart that had no averſion to 
love, 1s as common, as to ſubdue one fo pre- 
poſelt with a prejudicate opinion of it was 
only fic for Partheniſla's Beauty,in which all 
 Vertues were ſo evident that I needed not the 
helpe of time, but of ſight todiſcloſe them, I 
Will hot trouble you any more in telling yon 
how long it was before Idid ſubmit, ſince at 
laſt I was neceſlitated to it;and had no ſooner 
reſoly'd there was no Meane betweene my 
miſery,and her favour; but Iapply'd my ſelfe 
toall wayes I imagin'd might render mee the 
leaſt unworthy of it : And to ſhew how much 
the Gods contributed to the growth of this 
paſſion , there fell out after many revoluri- 
ons, an accident (even when my ſufferings 
muſt have diſclos'd what I had bought my 
words to Conceale) which did not onely ac- 
quaint her with the greatneſle of my Flame , 
bur'did alſo inſpire her with one which has 
fince proved ſo fatall to us both. There was 
an Ancient cuſtome in Parthia to celebrate 
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with all the ſhewes of magaificence,and joy, 
which the Art, or AﬀeCtions of the people 
could invent:and becaule the Parthians were 
ever cſtecem'd the Warlikeſt nation in the 
whole world , to continue that juſt reputa-« 
tion , they declin'd all thoſe effeminacyes 
which are ſo predominant in other Courts, 
and abſolutely addicted themſelves to ſuch 
martiall exerciſes as are nothing leſle plea« 
ſing and delightfull chan the others, and yer 
fir and prepare men more for the reall ule of 
Armes and acquiſition of Glory,: *T'was this 
practice, which made the Youth about the 
Court, to publiſh over all Aſia a folemne Til- 
ting,where ſuch as had any skill and courage 
were invited to ſhew them, by divers Heraulds 
expreſſcly ſent into all the Kingdoms of 
the Eaſt: And though this was more up. 
on Gallantry, than any other ſcore, and that 
the lawes of it extended only to breaking of 
Lannces ; yet there happen'd an Accident 
which wholly ſubverted the firſt intention of 
ſo innocent a meeting. | | 
| Theexerciſesof it were tolaſt three dayes, 
and Fortune , to evince her blindnes had per- 
mitted me the two firſt ro remaine victorious:

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But as I was coming out of the Lifts, atten« 
ded by the acclamtions , and company of my 
friends, wee hearda great noyſe of Trum-

barbarous fcatures, there was an ample evi-

the contrary , for ir increaic roſuch a height, 
that it ſeemed all thoſe flames with which 
ſhee ſet ſo many hearts. on fier, flew into 
mine, as theſcate of their greateſt and per- 
tet it Empire; & though tyme be the com« 
mon cure of molt misfortunes , yet it prou'd 
the increaſe of mine , for the more I reflected

Inſtru- 
ions, and, by that time Moneſes was within 
three dayes martch of tneEnemy, the Prince 
and all his Court overtooke him, where a 
Meſſenger from the Governor of :Miramnes, 


aſlar'd Pacorns;, that if ins three: weeks hee 


had no-Relicfe, it would be roo-late to ſend 
him any; The next morning thercfore hee 
rooke.a view.of hiswhole Army, which conſi- 


fed of neere 40000, Foote and:1500v. Horſe, 


but ſo:much of Reſolution appear'd in the Of- 
ficers and. Son{diers. Lookes;that hee thought 
every Houre of Delay (o mach time ſtolne 
from the Glory of his Triumph. The conſc- 
quence of thisPlacc wasuch, that immediatly 
a Councel of Warre was fimmon d,where af- 
teralongDebate the Reſult of it was, That the 
Prince ſent a. Herauld. with a Letter co the 
King of Armenia, to invite him on the large 
and adjoyning Playnes of Arontes, to decide 
their difference by a Batteil, which. would end 


the Warre and the Miſcrics, that inevitably | 
would be a Conſequence of it, Artabbazus | 
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having conſulted with the Chiefe Officers of 
his Army return'd this Anſwer, :

This Anſwer was no ſooner read, but ors 
ders were given to every Chiefe Officer to re- 


paire to his Charge , and to exhort the Soul- 
diefs to performe their Dutyes with Curage 


and Vigilancy. The next Day wee diſcam- 


ped and pitched our Tents in the plaines of 


Arontes , the Scene of the intended Trage- 


dy- AsSſoone as we were quarter'd, we might 
perceive the Armenian Army marching 
downe the Hills of —_ in exact Order, 
and camped fo, ſome forty Furlongs from us. 
By mutuall agreement both Armyes.relted, 
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themſelves two Dayes, that they might come 
the third unharraſt co the Battell. In the. 
meane tyme Moneſes appoynted to every 
one his Command. The Prince honor'd me 
with the Leading of 2000, Horle, all Volun- 
tiers, and compoled of the Youthrand Gal- 
lantry of Parthia, with whome I rcſolv'd to 
act ſomething worthy. the high Title of Par- 
thenilla's Servant, Ar laſt the long delired. 
Day appear's, bur fo black and Cloudy; that 
it. hardly. deſerv'd that Name, as if the Hea- 
vens had put on anticipated Mourning for 
ſo many ſucceeding Funeralls, Prefeatly 
thoſe vaſte Playnes were cover'd with Armed 
troopes , And the Generalls having taken all 
the Advantages the Ground would permit; 
gave the Signall of the Battell : Ar the farit 
Shock, the Field was ſtrew'd with dead body's, 
and ſuch a Shower of Arroyes were ſhot into 
the Ayre, that the Gods were hinder'g from 
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Armenians fide, by the Valour of a young 
Gcntleman, who with neere 3000, Horſe,car- 

rycd Death to his Enemies and Victory to his 
Friends whereſoever hee appeard. So much 
Gallantry, I thought, was a fit Object for our 
Swords, and turning to my Friends I told 
them fo,with this little addition, ' Tis too-low 
to imitate thoſe that have done well: Let us 
be Examples ro them to doe berter,for you lee 
the Day is lolt , unleſle recover'd by our Va- 
lors, and Victory will now be ſo pretious; it 
cannot be roo-deerely Courted, They all una» 
nimoully approv'd my Refolution , and pres 
ſcatly 1 lead them where Artavaſdes was 
( for ſo was this young Conqueror call d) 


who perceiving our Deſigne, and gucfling by 


our Countenance wee were not men to be 
ſighted, preſently rallyed all his Souldiers , 
who were eagerly purſueing the Parthians. 
By that time hce had drawne them up, I 
Charg'd him,telling myCompanions, lwould 
not inuite thera to that which I would not be 
a Sharer in: I was ſo well ſeconded by thoſe 
which followed me, that after a generons Re» 
ſiltance;wee broake thole vitorions Troopes, 
and had the Execution of them w—__ as

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they had had it of ours, and1 was fo farre en+ 
oag'd in the purluite of this Route ; that ar 
lait I perceiv'd the Standard Royall, which 
was guarded by at leaſt 8000. ſeleft Men, 
which was to Me rather an Jnuitation to at= 
rempr it , then the contrary , but leaſt many 
might have beene of a Different principle , I 
told my Troope.Companions, *cis true,their 
Number ſarpaſles ours, but you have juſt

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effected our deſigae,the ſame Artavaſdes who | 
had done (ach noble Actions in the begin- Þ 
ning of the Battell,& was beaten by his mens Þ 
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7, Booke, PARTHENISSA., +3 
Feares,not his owne ( for they had carried 
him away in the Throng ) rallyed againe 
fome of his reſolutelt Troopes, & was come 
with them to relieve the King, which he did 
with ſo great Fury; that my Mea Joſt all the 
Glory ot their former Actions by an ignomi- 
nious Flight, I could not believe it at the firſt, 
but ſeeing itwas in earneſt I cryed out, 'Tis 
your Swords not your Feete muſt ſave you , 
which you may effeR by almoſt your deſt- 
ring it, for the Enemy are not oblig'd to their 
Valours for this Diſorder, but your Feares:

vell wonld permite. The fixth day after our 
coming into Armenia juſt as the Sunn begart 
cocnlighten the World, wee might perceive 
from the copp of the Hill wee then were on, 
the Cirtty of Artaxata , The fſight'of that 
mh then Reſidence of Altezecraſo tran- 
ported me with loy, that in the contempla- 
ting of being fo neere Her | diſcontinv'd tra- 
velling,& having ſtopt my horſe,offer'd ſome 
yowes to the God of Love that he would in- 
fpire the Excellency I ador'd with a trve 
knowledg of the greatneſle of my Flame, and 
incline her to recompence it, but only accor- 
ding to the vaſtneſle & vertue of it.

well. congtl jcalouſies of Celindos ill _in- 
clinations to uſurpe the Crowne, and ther- 
fore turning about, 1 comanded my Com» 
| pany rodoe the like, and as ſoone as we were 
_ olitof the ſight of Artaxatal left Celindus'es 
Souldicr in charge with one of myne,, com- 
manding him not to diſcover himlelfe Or Us, 
and to havea care of what was Committed 
to his. Then | went and order'd my faithful- 
leſt Servant Philanax to light off his Horſe, 
to hide himſclfe amongſt ſome Trees on the

any fighting , immediatly to give me warn* 
ing of it; 1 then placed Scouts upon all the 
adjacent heights, whom I Comanded to give 
me advertiſement of what they ſhould gilco- 
ver : Having thus diſpoſed of things ; 1 re- 
tourn'd tomy Troope, afſembled che chie- 
feſt of it, and acquainted them of the Iea- 
lonſtes I had that Celindus intended ſome 
Treachery' to the King and Altezecera, 
how that many things concurr'd to change 
that ſuſpition into certainty, as that of the 
Souldiers takeingus fora Troope that were 
to execnte ſomething by Celindus his orders, 
that apparently the d{igne was upon Artaba« 
zvus & Altezeera by his ſaying they were but 
jaſt then come ont, Thar his nameing Tu- , 
minits, and takeing us for Paliſdes Troope, 
argued there were many 1n the enterprize; 
In a word, all thoſe circumſtances concuring 
they were confirm'd in my belicfe, & after a 
ſmall conſultation we reſolv'd(rhe ryme being 
fo ſhort) ro make Celindu's Sonldier confeſle 
the whole Conſpiracy,either by faire meanes' 
or bytorment; Inord=rto which wee wenr, 
& told him we were not Palifdes his Troope, 
but Strangers comeing from the Warrs,/and

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| zeroyrning to our Coyntry , that wee had 
heard much of Celindus Gallantry, that wee 
© concluded his defigne was vertuous, and that 
tf it weare communicated to us, we might doe 
him ſervice, The Sonldier who had a quick 
apprehenſion fiindiog all was loſt, unletle by 
ſome ſubtlety he remedy'd it , anſwer'd us, 
I gueſſe the defigne is noble by the undertak- 
crs of it , but my quality is ſo lowe, that [ 
only act in the obcdicnce of my Othcers 
Commands, and not being able to informe 
you of the, cnterprize ,. | ſhall adviſe you to 
{end with me ſome of your Party to Celindus 
who is not above twenty farlongs hence, & I 
makeno doubt, if Vertue or Reward will en« 
gage you in hisattempts,you ſhall wanc nei+ 
ther. We quickly found by his way of (peak-

2. Books, PARTHENISSA; 1409 
too, that wee had bin abſolately vanquiſh'e 
had not Amidor come unto our Reſcue,who: 
having defeated thoſe Aſlaylants that had 
ſtorm'd his Quarter , & learn'd the danger [- 
was in, came with 1000 men to-my reliefe ſo: 
feaſonably;that it was when we fought not in- 
hopesto avoyde being Defeated, but roavoy- 
dedcſerving to beſo. This ſupply ſo dishart- 
ned Celindus , that he beganan to thinke of a 
retreate, which almoſt as ſoone was put in pra- 
Ctice, but the Enemy were much aſtoniſh'e 
when they heard a hideous Crye behinde 
them, which was occa{ton'd by ſome 500 men: 
that Amidor had ſent ſecretly our of a Sally- 
porte , who vnexpectedly falling upon thoſe* 
that guarded the Breach, made them flye ro 
C<lindns for ſafety. Wee ſo husbanded this 
diſorder, that we abſolutely rowted the Re- 
bells, and the ſlaughter had din much blood. - 
dyer had not I bin the occaſion of hind'rin 
ir, for during the FightIreceiv'd ſome woids, 
out of whichrann ſuch avundance of blood, 
that in following the execution, 1fell downe 
pale & ſpeechleile, & ſuddenly the Rumor: 
beivg diſpersd that] was-killd, Amidor & 
ail the reit were ſo much concern'd in my- 
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| Joſfe, that they negleRed increaſing Celine 
dus'es, who in our diſorder found his ſafety. 
When Amidor and the reſt of my Freinds 
came to me, they ſaw me inviron'd with 
dead bodycs , and with as licle ftgne of Life 
as thoſe I was amonght, yet they carry'd me 
to my Chamber , and lay'd me ona Bedd, 
[The Newes of Celindus defeate , and my 
death , came at the ſame tyme to the Pallace, 
and as two contraries of cquall ſtrength the 
one deftroy'd what the other rais'd , only the 
King & Altezeera(eſpecially the later)ſecm'd 
to be more concern'd in my lofle than in their 
owneſafetyes. The former confider'd me as 
onc, whoſe paſt ſervice had render'd me con(t- 
dcrable, and whoſe preſent condition made 
him thinke my helpe would have proov'd fo, 
which were the grounds whereon he built his 
-greife: But the latter, befides thoſe confidera- 
tions, added-chat of her Freind(hip (and pers 


haps affection) which drowned all the leſſer 


Ones, as the Starrs are not ſcene when the 
Sunn appeares. The firſt thing ſhee imma- 
Sind( as (hee afterwards told me ) was, that 
the Gods had reſolv'd the ruine of her Fami-

the cheife Supporter of it , ( for that was the 
Title her goodnefle gave me) Tothe End ſhee 
ſabmirted wich much lefle reluRancy then to 
the Meancs, But( as her Minde was never at 
xclt ) ſhe beleiv'd on the other fide, that my 
dcath was the effect of her Cruelty & myDel- 
Paire , and then (hee aj thoſe ſevere 
Lawes, which under the name of a great diſt- 
ance in Blood, confines us to 4 munch greater 
from Felicity. The horror which invaded all 
her faculryes was very great whilit ſhee look't 
upon her felife as the Cauſe of my death, but 
it was fuaddenly raisdtoa higher pitch , For 
when ſhee was confidering the ſadneſle of her 
condirion , ſhe had withdrawne herſelfe to a 
VW indowe that look't into the Court, where 
ſhee had not bin long, when ſhee might per-

by hct fall was the cauſe that ſome of her

In the meane 
tyme , whether by the motion whulit 1 was 
carrying to my Chamber , or what other 
Cauſe to aſcribe it to I know not, but] was 
no ſooner layde upon my Bedd, than began.

with raptures of joy to raile her hopes, and

meſome Cordialls which brought me to my 
felfe againe , they withdrew themſelves, The 
brit thing [ ask' was, Whether Altezcera was 
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31 the poſſeſſion of Celindas ? To which A- 
midor({(who had not ſtir'd from my Bed-fide 

anſ{wer'd me ſhee wasnot, and that wee had) 
obtained fo entire a victory, that nothing 
could Clond it but the condition I was in, 
I liftcd up my Eyes and hands as my rettibu- 
© tion tothe Gods, & conjur'd Amidor, that 
his Aﬀection to me might not endanger the 
[Towne , the preſervation of which I now 
wholly left to his Care, and that he would 
ogoc to Artabazus and receive his orders , & 
allure Altezeera that nothing but the impol-= 
ſibilicy of not waiting upon her ſhould have 
divertcd me from that Duty & happineſle. 
A midor to ſatisfy me went unto the King, 8 
told him how miraculouſly the Gods had 
reſtor'd me to Life,and that I had ſenthim to 
acquaint him with it, & to receive his Com- 
mands whilſt my weaknefle renderd me yn«= 
capableof that Honor.

hopes, and being Ambitious to recover his 
Lofles, & toimploythe fury ofzhole newMcn 
on ſome defigne where the diſadavantage 
of bcing repulſt could not be fo prejuditi« 
all as che honor of ſaccefle would be glorions, 
EleRed the ſtorming againe of Artaxata, as 
moſt proporcionat to his Revenge & Ambi- 
tion, and having made his Cheife Officers 
approve of his deligne , he gave order thatall 
things ſhould be in a readdineſle for fo bold, 
a one . Bat whillt Cclindus was troubling 
himſelf ro be Conqueror of a Towne, I was 
{oin my AﬀeCtions, and was more ſatisfyed 
in my victory, than he could have bin in 
luis; had his; Pride &defignes arriv'd at their 
ambitiova'd pctjod. O Gods! what vnim+ 
maginable Joy's does mutuall fires create in 
Love;at.iclt myne,were ſo great, rhat where-

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Zoſt three times, we at leaſt remain'd the Poſ- 
&ſlors of it, ( though it colt as much blood, 
& the Enemy more) but that which brought 
us ſo ofte:1 into hazard, was, that Artaxata 
. was twice (ett on fire, by the treachery of 
thoſe within , which requiring many hands 
to quench it, rebb'd vs of fo many hands for 
our defence. Some Priſoners that wee tooke, 
acquainted us who were the Traytors, which 
being ſciz'd upon, confeſt their Crime , and 
xecciv'd the punniſhmear it deſerv'd : there 
was alſo one of the priſoners that being apon 
che point of Death, and repenting his Rebel- 
hon feneto me , and to diſcharge his conſci- 
ence alſur'd me that Celindus had a friend in 
the Kings Councell , who gave him conſtant 
Jacelligence of our procecdogs, but he could 
not informe me of his name, yet by ſome 
Circumttances I was fully (atisfy'd that it was 
Craſolis: butthe King belciv'd him both fo 
honeſt and ſoable, that if he had mierited as 
-well the firſt of thoſe Attributes as the laſt, 
Artabizus had binas happy as he wasdeceiv'd.

& then the Tryumph of my Revenge wilbe 
pleaſeing : yer Partheniſla mult not fall , her 
dex prelievics her; bur tokill her Lover, Wile 
be a more ſenſible greite to her and conſequ= 

ently a morc plcaſeing joy to me.,But couldlt, 
thon { I continu'd ) Artabbanes,, looke pon. 
her with any ſatisfaction were her miſcries 


, proportionate to __ crymes? Ono, thoſe 


charmes would melt thy anger into pitty , 
rather kill chy Ryv all nobly, and ſhew by his 
deſtruction how much ſhee has m :iſcholcn, 

ten lyc Into ſome Deiart, where thou ſal: 
never hcarc agains then xchaunting name.of 
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Parthenifla, and in the horror of ſome filenc 
Grove, pine away thy life as-a pennance for 
haveing beleey'd any of her Sex could 
prove conſtant, My diſtractions were fo high, 
that it wasday ere] could eleRany reſolution, 
yet in the end Iaſſum'd this laſt as findeing 
it ficteſt for my reſentment anddeſpaire, and 
immediately calling Symander, I Comman- 
ded trim with (ecreſy and without diſpate to 
carry a Paper I gave him to Surena , and tell 
him I expected him in the Eaſterne Meddow 
neere the ſacred Grove, The Challenge con- 
tain'dcheſe words.

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\. Symander immediatly ſaſpeted what ic 
was , but not immagining the cauſe, began to 
make ſome queltios for whichTrooke him up 
fo ſhort, that | putt a ſilence ro all his doubts, 
and ſent him away to performe what 1 had 
commanded ; then dreſſing my ſelfe; I tooke 
one of my belt Horſes ( for tis the cuſtome in 
Parthia for all men of quallity to fight on 
horſeback ) and wentto the place appointed, 
where I had not long bin, but Symander-came, 
and acquainted me that Surena would be wich 
me inſtantly. Theſe words were hardly deli- 
ver'd when I might perceive him that ſent

my being vanquithe , wiilchrowe upon me, & 
fecare thy Love to Partheniſſa , which whilſt 
I live wilbe anſate, Why ( ſaid I) doſt thou by 
that name tempt my Fury, and revine an 
anger whoſe jaſtice is declard in thy defeate, 
farewell forl dare not truſt my ſelfe with my 


 reſentments. Ending theſe words, Iturn'dto 
| Surena's Servant and bad him havea care of 


his Maſter, Then gocing, to my owne,, I told 


| him, come Symander, fince death refuſes to 
| eale my miſery, I will ſeeke ſome other Cure, 


and commanding him to follow, I gallopt a- 
way whether my Fortune would conduct me, 
and continu'd moveing 'till towards Night, 


| When comecing intoa Grove , whoſe unfre- 


quentedneſle 
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quentedneſſe was fitt for my melancholly af: 
well as ſafery (for I was loath Parthcniſſa 
ſhould ſatisfy her Eyes with my' exccati- 
on ) I lighted off my Hotſe , and-givcing 
him to >ymander1 flung my felfe vpon the 
Grallc , and chere began ro conſider the ſadd 
conticiia I was int, which was ſo: much the 
more ſo, by how much wy happinelie bad bin 
ſolately great. Partheniſla's inconſtancy ap- 
pear d lo odious, that could not have the pa- 
tience to thinke on her nor jt: But that which 
cans'd indeed my reall greife,was, the unwor- 
thy retournc my {add condition forc't me to 
make the faire Zephalinda , who for all her 
gallantry and freindſhipp, had no other pay- 
ment bar the negle& of her Aﬀection, and 
the Murtherof her Brother, Theſe thoughts 
were more inſupportable than my owne miſ- 
fortunes, & that which brought an acceſſion 
to mine was that my Actions of ingratitude 
would be as apparent, as my ſorrowes for 
them would be the contrary, After a thou- 
ſand reflections of chis quality, I reſoly'd at 
laſt co write to her, & ftindeipgno lacke more 
proper for the ocaſion than ſome Blood

of it,and writ theſe fewe words, 
eArtavbanes to the Patnceſſe Zephalinda, 


"T Is-2n blood that I have offended you( Madam) 

and *t1s 11 blood that your pardon i begg'd by 
the miſerable Artabbanes , whoſe Love and ha- 
zred ro Partheniſſa were ordain'd to make him e- 
qually injurions:to your quiet , I muſt confeſſe , it 
had bin more ſuitable 10 my deſpaire aſyll as 
fremaſhip , to bawve fallen by Surena's Sword , & 
ſo have meried your pitty , rather than to have 
bra neceſſitated.to mplore your Mercy , Bit Great 
Goas ! ro what a ftraight did you reduce met To 
aye had bin the Tryumph of my Enemy , and to 
kill makes the trouble of my Freird, the fir(t ren- 
dring me unfortunate , the latter guilty ; but ſince 
thoſe Powers which create our deitinyes has made 
the laſt of theſe mine; I am reſolu'd ro take ſome 
ſuch forlorne courſe that though you cannot com- 
mend the paſt Ations, yer you ſhall rhe future 
Jufferings 1 will infli&t upon the crimmuall «At 
. Tabbanes, 

Il writ another Letter to Arſaces, wherein 
I\told him, that I was almoſt aſmuch troubl'd 
to drawe my Sword againſt his Payourice , as 

Ty " —l at 
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at the Cauſcof it; that I had ivjur'd his Lawes, 
to avoyde docing the like unto his judgement, 
which might have reccivd ſome blemnth by 
his electing one to revenge a publique affront 
that wanted Courrage to reſent a private one 
of the higheſt nature; that though by this 
aRtionI had render'd my ſelfe vncapable of 


 ferveing him , yet by declineing it I had 


made. my ſ{clfe unworthy of that honor, fo- 
thatof two crimes | eleCted bat the leatt, and 
fince the Gods by Surenas defcate, declar'd 
him guilty, I could not beleeve that he which 
boare their Image , would be of a different 
opinion. 1 foulded theſe two letters in athird 
to my generous freind the Prince Sillaces to: 


whoſe careI commended Lindadory, and all 


things elfe I had any concerne for, and from 
whomel begg da thouſand pardons, for not 
having acquainted him at firſt with the cauſe 
of thoſe miſeryes which forc'd me to a volun- 
rtary & eternall baniſhment,W hilſt our Hor- 
ſes were takeing that refreſhment, which their 
hard travell requird I was difputeing what 
conrle to elect, and aitcr many propoſalls, | 
rclolv'd to paſſe thorough Meſopotamia, & 
Syria, and ſo thenoe by Sca for Italy , — 

| the 
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the darkeſt horrors of thoſe Mountaines 
which ſeparates that Country from the Gauls 
ſpend thole fadd dayes aloted to my miſera- 
ble Life, That which made me fixe upon this 
place above any other, was, that the horrid- 
neflc of the Alpes would be more ſuitable 
ro my Melancholly than any other , and 
by beingin the heart of the Roman Empire, 
I knew the innate hatred of the Parthians to 
that People would never permit thoſe which 
ſhould ſearch after me to doubt of my refi- 
dence, orif theydid, the dangerof comeing 
into an Enemyes Country,mightdeterr them 
from following me. 

| Heare Artabbanes patting a ſtopp to his 


narration addrelſt himſelfe to Callimmachus, 
and told him, I haveSir, to obey your Com- 


mands forc't my inclination to relate nnto 
you a parte of my vafortunace Life, left you 
might have faild in the knowledg of thoſe 
perticulers which perhaps Symander was not 


perfectly acquainted with, But now, whatis 


remaining he has bin an Actor or a ſufferer in 


& conſequently will omit nothing that is wor- 


thy your knowledg, {hall therefore begg you 
(it youare nor already tir'd with the hearing 
2. eu my 
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my miſtortanes\ permit Symander to put att 
endc unto their Story , and give me leave to 
abſent my ſclfc from a relation that will wak- 
enadeſpaire, which of it (elfe is but too-apr to 
torment me. 'The good Callimmachus have- 
ing by a Thouſand expreſſions excus'd the 
rudenciſe of his curiolicy told him, Generons 
Artabbanes, I have alreaddy (TIfeare) ſo farre 
tranſgrelt that I cannot expect a. pardon 
from aleſle goodneſlce than yours , and .there- 
fore will not perſevercin a Crime which may 
make you as jultly my Enemy, as Fortune is 
vnjuttly yours, Arcabbanes having made Cal- 
limmachus a retonrne ſuitable ro his Civili- 
Ly , commanded his faithfull Symander( who, 
was preſent at the latter parte of his relation: 
to ſatilfy his engagement., and then retir'd 
into a ſolitude, co entertaine his Melanchol- 
Iy, which was too juſt not to be greate, Ar- 
tabbanes was noe ſooner gone then Callim- 
machus invited the faithfull Symander to 0- 
bey his generous Prince which he did by cog- 
Unuing his Adyentares in theſe Words. 
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'A Fer my vofortnnate Maſter had aſſum'd 

arcſolution ſo ſuitable to his deſpaire , & 
that all thoſe reaſons my Aﬀection furniſhe 


me with , coald noe way alter it, I thought it 


my duty aſmuch as 'twas my Inclination , to 
beare a (hare with him in all his miſeries, and 
jultify by my (uffcrings how ambitious 1 was 
to deſcrvea favour which 1 had noe title to 
bur his haveing conferrd it on me; & though 
by many per{waſions and commands he dil- 
fwaded me from tying my Fortunes upon one 


to whome ( he ſaid) the Gods had ſo much de- 


clar'd themſelves Enemyes, yet I was as firme 
_ ia my reſolution of waiteing: on him, as he 


was in his of abandoning the world. By this 


tyme our Horſes haveing taken that reſt 
which we thought fiting , wee began to conti- 


nue our Journy the Moone affording us hir 


Light, and the firlt Village wee came unto 
we waken'd ſome Peaſants, where my Prince 
having ſeald his Packet enguag'd one of them 
(by giveing hima good reward) to carry it the 
next day to the Court and preſent it to the 
gcherous Sillaces, This being done wee con. 
tinued our voyadee, but becauſc 1 have lo ma- 


ny.cilentiall things to relate , I will aot loade 
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your patience by repeating all thoſe accidents 
which happen'd in our crolling of Siria and 
Meſopotamia,nortill our comeing toAntioch 
Ince without any,conſiderable adventures we 
at laſt fafely arrived there, only I may not o+ 
mitt to informe you, that in Twenty dayes 
crayell I never heard Artabbanes repine at 
Partheniſflia's cruelty, either that his wrongs 
had extingniſht his Love, or the greatnelile 
of his reſentments hinder'd the expreſſions 
of them,but 1 am the more inclin'd to beleive 


the lateer, ftace his ſighes-& Teares ( his inſe- 


perable Companions) acknowledged ſome in- 
rernal] greife produc'd them, & truely he was 
thereby fo chang'd, that had not his greifes 
bin an undeniable progfe -of him that verer'd 
them, 1 ſhould have ſuſpected I had chang'd 
my Maſter. Butas if all things had contribu- 
cd to haſten my Prince unto his ſolitade, wee 
metta Shipp at Antioch, ready co weigh An- 
chor for Cyprns, where thee was to valoade 
Hir Marchandize ina Man-of- Watre chat was 
directly bound for Oftia , which is a ſmall 
Harbour, the Tyber makes when it falls into 
the Mediterrancan-Sca, This conveniency 
wee joytullyembrac'd , and the Winde blow- 
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ing faire at Eaſt wee were full of expetation 
in few Dayes to arrive fafcly in that famous 
land, where the Queene of Love had choſen 
her earthly Reſidence. Wee were not many 
leagues from our deſired harbour when thoſe 
npon the maine-'Topp that were lookein 

for Land, cry'd ont a Sayle, a Sayle, The 
Maſter of our (hipp went inſtantly upp ro dil 
cover the Truth of this Alaram, and had 
not bin long there but clapping his hand up» 
on his Brelt he ſaid with great Y aſlion we are 
all ondone 'tis Menas, This was that Menas 
Pompey the greate tooke at Sea, when he 
commanded the Roman. Fleece, and askeing 
him how he durſt commit ſo high Sinns, as to 
kill thoſe and take away their goods which 
never did him wrong , was thasanſwear'd : If 
(faid he)my aRions are Crimes, why then doſt 
thou praftice them? bur becauſe thou robb'ſt 
ſecurely with a whole Fleete , thou giveſt thy 
ſelfe the name of a Conqueror, and becanſe [ 
robb with more hazzard, and bat with one 
ſingle Gally , thou callſt me a Pyrate, when 
there is nodifference betweene our Perfor- 
mances but that which Force and Nambers 
create. This bold {and perhaps true reply ſo 
opetared. 
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operated on the. generous Pompey, that he 
-gave Menas his lite, for which he.did him ſuch 
f1gnall ſervices, that at laſt he gave him too 
his liberty, But. being accuſtomed from his 
Yonth to.chat barbarous proteſiion, he could 
not decline it, & in a ſhort while after fell 
toa Relaps, He was indeede ſo famous in all 
choſe Sea's, that often-tymes his Name Pre- 
ſented him with Vidtory :and truely I bejeeve 
wee ſhould haye felt as well as heard that 
[Truth, had not Artabbanes ( perceiveing our 
Feares ) by a generous Exhortation invited 
us to a defence , For, if (aid he ) your Ene- 
myes are Generous, your Gallahtry, if you 
be vanquiſht, wil make your uſageſo : if they 
are not , your reſiſtance may purchaſe your 


fafery., atleaſt *tis more like Men to owe our 


ſufferings to our miſtortunes than our Selves. 
To bebreife,bis raviſhing eloquence farniſhe 
him with ſuch powerfull arguments , that 


thoſe timerous ſpirits which even now were 


readdy to yeeld without diſpateing the Vitos« 
ry, were now (o alterd, that they breath'd 
nothing bur the Combare. Wee were in all 
(Paſlcngers and Sca-men) aboutan hunderd, 
and my Prince takeing upon himſelfe the 

| : whole 
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wholcccharge,dividedhis Men into two Squa» 
drons , the one he tooke to himſelfe , and che 
other he gave me the honor to command. 
Then leaſt thoſe new-raiſd Courages ſhouldi 
coole;he Commanded the Pilor to tack about 
and reſolv'd toſave Menas the labour of over- 
rakeing him , who was chaſeing us with Oares. 
and Sayles. ' Twas then I perccrv'd in my ge- 
nerous : Prince's Face a diſſipation of thoſe 


Clowdes his Miſeries had there created , and . 


in their place a Countenance fo martiall & fo 
charming, that-/twas as impoſflible for his E- 
nemyes not to feare, as for his Freinds not to 
admire him. By this tyme the Pyrates were fo 
cloſe come up , that Artabbancs commanded 
the Sea-men.to grapple with Menas's Gally, & 
not giveing him leave to aflanlc us, he leapt 
into the thickeſt of the Enemy's, and with 
his Sword made the Paſle caſy for thoſe that 
followd him. Our Advetrlaries who were not 
accuſtomed to refittance found this Action 
as range as we knew it to be Generous, And 
I beleeve their amazement ſomething contri- 
bured ro our ſeemeing victory, but when thoſe 
that fledd the fury of my Prince's Armes, 
nad acquainted Menas that valcſſe he ap- 
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peard and acted all would: be loſt, that old 
Pyrate. who ar firſt thinkeiog us naworthy 
his Sword , had comraanded one of his Leiu- 
renants to take vs, findingour refiſtancenec- 
dedall his Power, inſtantly. arm'd. him(elte, 
and with a ſele& Number of Souldiers which 
healwayes referv'd for ſome ſuch deſperate cx» 
3gency', came. out.upon the Decks , where, by 
the greatnefle of his Loſle jndgeing at the 
greatnelle of his danger,he call'd up that Cou. 
xage which had made himlo juitly famous, & 
therewith renew.d the Fight with ſach reſolu- 
tion , that. many of our men being terrified by 
the fury of his blowes, began to ſhrinke, and 
at laſt ro retire unto their owne Shipp., This 
Cowardice heightned our Enecmyes,, which 
Artabbanes catily perceiv'd, and obſerveing 
the turne procceded only from the vallour of 
Menas, he made a lane through all thoſe that 
oppos d his doeing lo, and act laſt joyneing the 
old Pyrate, with one blow,, he ſtrooke him at 
his Feete, and findeing by the raretemper of 
his Helmet, that his tall proceeded from be- 
ing ſtunn'd not kil'd, he was ſearching the 
defects of his Armour to finiſh his viRe- 
ry, Which whillt he was doeing, one of the 
on Pyrates 
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Pyratcs comeing behinde him, had lift up his 
Sworde to kill my gencrous Prince , but as 
the Gods would have it, I came to his reſcue, 
and with one blowe cutt that facralegious 
Arme off, & with.a thruſt ended his Life. 1 he 
noyle which the Pyrate I had kill'd made 
in falling, ſaved Menas's Life , for my Prince 
turning about to learne from whence that 
Death proceeded, ſome of the Enemyes (take 
ing the opertunity ) dragg d-their Captaine 
intothe Sterne-Cabbin, but to be breife , our 
Companions whole Courages ( by the ſight of 
ſo much blood)were quite drown'd,abandon'd 
the generous Artabbanes , who being too- 
weake of bimſelfe having only lo unworthy a 
ſecond as Symander to refit ſuch Numbers 
as came fre({h. upon him, recciv'd ſo many 
wounds, that his ſtrength began to faile him, 
bur yet upon his knees he fo generouſly dil- 
puted the victory,thatFortune by it appear'd 
ſufficiently blinde ,' for conld thee have ſeene 
his yertue ſhee could not but have rewarded 
it, butar length he loſt ſacha Sca of blood, 
that he. conld make no more refiltance, and 
crying out, Ah Death ! thou art mercifull and 
curelt the wounds which Parthenifla gave he 
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fell (a5 I then thought) eternally Oh Gods? 


what did not my-rage then. make'me vtrer ? 1 
found my Greitc fo 5oft; thar beſtrideing my 

generous Princes Body ] crydout, ali 
finiſh yee barbarons: Tyrants your Cruelty, 
and bend aJl youriSwords againit my Breſt, 
for {fince you' have by Numbers nor vallour 
deſtroyed the perfecteſtof Men,I will noe lon- 


_ gerſarvine that Lofle 6cindetdetheir deſire 


ofbloodſoiwell ſeconded my defire of loof- 
Ing all mine that haveing received as ma- 
ny wounds as! was confident.would not give 
me'the milfortunc of onrliveiugmy Prince , 
1flung mylſclfe on his pale body, and haveing 
a Thouſand'tymes embraced him and kiſt his 
Hands and Feetel there fainted , ating thoſe 
laſtexpreſſions of my, fidelity.dn che moane 


while Menas by the care of his Souldiers being 


come againe to himſelfe demanded what was 
the ilſuc of the Fgiht , & what was become of 
him whoſe vallour he-bad (p-+mnth to his pre- 
judice reſented ? they anſwer d him, that all 
bur the valiant Enemy he enqui'd after , & 
one more had long 1ince. yeelded them(cl- 
ves toimerey , but he as if his Forces had 
bin increaſed by his Companions Feares ,was 
yer 
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yet nobly difpateiag his Life which was ſo 
qeakn'd by many wounds that if he were not 
yetdead the ryme of his fall conld not be 
long. Menas whoſe natnre had ſome light of 
generollicy though clouded by his profeſſiion 
and the dayly examples of Cruelty , was ſo 
taken with Arcabbanes Courage , that cauſe- 
ing himlſclfe co be carryed upon the Deck, 
did there intend co preſerve him if it were in 
his power .' | knew not whether the beleife of 
our being kill'd hinder'd our Conquerors 
from docing us any further harme,or whether 
my cxpreſſions.and actions to my Prince did 
ſuſpend for a while the cruclty of thoſe Mon- 
ſters., but whatſoever was the cauſe , they 
wounded us noc more after we were fallen, & 
Menas:comeing when the Pyrates were be- 
gining toſtripp us, forbaddiit, and comman- 
ded his Chyrurgions to employ all their $kill 
in our recovery , or if it were palt their Arte, 
then he order?d Gallippus his Leintenant to 
ove us buriall as if himſelfe had bin in our 
condition , and becauſe his care ſhould equall 
our necde:of it,he cans'd us to be brought into 
his owne Cabbin, where our wounds being 
ſearch't the Chyrurgions afſur'd him, my

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Maſter had none that were mortall, and that 
only the loſle of blood had reduc'd him to that 


- extremity , For what concern'd me they told 


him, lwas in much more danger , but if they 
could drawe out the: head of a laveclin that 
ſtack in my back, there might be ſome hopeot 
my recovery , in the meane rtyme by ſtrong 
Cordialls wee came to our ſelves , but my 
Prince long before me, & to my great glory 
( as thoſe that waited on us.told me) the firſt 
thing he ſaid was, ah poore Symander, For my 
parte , as ſoone as | found my wounds drelt & 
remember'd with what ;defigne I receiv'd 
them, | toare oft all my Playlters, and calling 
thole that were by me a Thouſand-Names 
for their care, I vow'd by all the Gods1 would 
no longer Live., then 1 begg'd them with 
'Teares to bring me to my Matters body , and 


permit me to expire upon it, They ſeem'd-ro i 


be very gladd, that my deſpaire procceded 
from a Cauſc they conld fo ealily remove, and 
therefore to conlole me , they vow'd my Ma- 
ſter was alive and in the ſame Cabbin, but i 
could not credit (o great a -happineſle 'ill 
ſome of them acquainted him with my diffi 
dence , which made him force himſelfe to 
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ſay Yes Symander I live, Fortune is yet too- 
much my Encmy to end my miſcries. Ah Sir, 
(I reply'd with exceſlive raptures of joy) your 
yercue will atlalt Conquer her,” Tis a ſtrange 
thing howatrer the knowledg of my Princes 
being alive I willingly engdur'd all thoſe hide- 
ous Paines which conduc'd to my recovery, 
courting my Chyrurgions to haſten my cure 
though by the increaſe of my torment, that I 
might be quickly well,to be neere my Prince, 
and to pay him that Service I had ever yvow'd 
him. During the ſpace of a quarter of a yeare 
whilſt our wounds were healing , wee receiv'd 
as many Civilities from Menasas wee could 
| pollibly have expeRed from our belt Freinds, 
| but wee were noe fooner perfectly recover'd 
| than he commanded my Prince to be brought 
unto him, and with a Countehance (as barba-

him to that liberty his miſfortune not his 
want of Courage made him looſe: Therenpon 
Gallippus told him all the Story how.my ge- 
gcrous Maſter was taken Priſoner, which when! 
Pompey had heard he reply'd. The Gods for= 
bidd, that becauſe your Captaine ha's a better 
opinion of me than] merit ; that: therefore 
this Priſoner ſhould vndergoc a miſery which 
by your owne confeſſion he does nor but up- 
on that ſcore, Therenapon he commanded 
Gallippns co ſet my Prince free; and torell 
Menas , That furniſhing him with an occaſi- 
on to oblige a gallant-Man, was a greater Pre- 
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ſent than all thoſe other Slaves he beſtow'd 
on him. Gallippus , who' had contracted a 
high opinon for my Maſters vertue, was goe- 
Ing with great fatiſtattion to obſerve Pom- 
pey's diretions, when Artabbanes 11 Fatc 
(which hasnever bin tyr'd with aflicting him) 
made Lentuſus Batiatus ({ who was extreamly 
taken with my Prince ) ſo carneſtly. to begg 
hinr of: Pompey, that at laſt (though with 
much reluctancy ) he revoak'd his promiſe, 
and not only grauntcd Baciatns his requeſt, 
bat allo gave himall thoſe other Slaves which 
Menas had preſented him, This Batiatus was 
the cheifelt Cittizen in Capua, and one who 
Pompey durlt not difoblige , being of his 
Councelt in that great-dehigne- of -makeing 
himſelfe Emperor of all the 'world ; whoſe 
foundation was then lay'd, bat after was de- 
ſtroy d by the happier Fortune of [ulivs Czlar, 


who pollelt what this did bat immagin. Baz - 


tiatus having waited -1pon Pompey out of 
Capua, was no ſooner return'd, than calling 
for my Prince he aſk'd him his Name and 
Country. Artabbanes, whoſe hatred forthim 
was as great as juſt, told him with an accent 
which exprelt his reſentment , That beings 
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Jaye he had nither Name nor Country. 
hich reply fo inſenc't the Barbarous Bati- 
-as, that he commanded him inſtantly to be 
1tt into Chaynes and kept with his other 
ommon flayes.

oonedeſtroy, ar latt1 was refolv'd to acquaint 
ur Tyrant with my Princes quality & birth, 
ind by the aſſurance of an exceſſive ranſome, 
free him from that Ceptivity his vnjuſt Fate 
had lung him into, But then the conſideratis 
}f thoſe ſacred oathes Artabbanes had extor- 


ed from me never to reveale that ſecrert bur 


y his conſent ſappreſt my reſolution , and 
nade me take up that of endeavoring to per- 
wade him to it himſelfe or elle to give me 
1is permiſſion for it. Therefore takceing my 
ppportunity I begg'd him with a ſtreame of 
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Teares, that he wonld not by an obſtinate 
ſilence vadergoe fo lowe a deſtiny, but by ac- 
quainting Batiatns with his quality,, procure 
a civill uſage *till his Ranſome came, "Thar 
then he would retourne into Parthia, there 
having obtain'da Pardon for Surenas death, 
\Vincc to Partheniſla, by a carriadge voyde of 
all crouble, how cafily he could diveſt him» 
ſlfe of his Paſſion , when ſhee could throwe 
off her Conſtancy, that 'twas her vertne not

againſt anotherin Amphitheaters, for the!' 
Maſters or the Peoples paſtime , which ſort 
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of Combates alwayes ends at. leaſt with the 
loffe of miuch blood*, & often tymes with the 
Lives of the Ators. As ſoone as my Prince 
learn'd by ſome of the other Slaves what he 
was deſtin 'dis/,hecnrſt xhunder'd rymes his 
Ignorance of the Roman' Cuſtomes that had 
ſav'd Batiatus Life , for certaincly had he 
knowne the cauſe why his Chaines were taken 
off ; hethad etploy' 'd' ther to kill the Com®' 
fnander” of it. Burt after haveing walked two 
or three turnes, with lookes and actions ex- 
prefing hisjuſt reſentments, he at laſtdefir d 
bis fellow Prifoners ewes and attention , 
which beingealily obtain'd heſpoake to them 
much- to this- purpoſe, Freinds and Com- 
pantons in'miſery, That Fortane has made 
us Slaves is her Fault] thar wee: "ſhontd conti- 
nue fo wilbe ours, ſince a quiet fubmiſſion to 
her 'Craelty racitly acknowledges wedeſerve 
Ir, and makes that*which is an et of Hes 
blindnefſe-; appearc'a confeſſion vf hertaſtice;

portable.My Prinec hadno fooncr done (peak- 
ing than Canitius{one of the cheifelt amongit 
the Slaves reply'd) That he was ſorry ſach 
powerfull inducements were lay'd downe to 
invite them to that action fince their vader- 


takeing of it now would rather appeare tO 


proceed from their ludgements than their In- 


clinations, 
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clinations, That he fo well vnderſtood' the 
hearts of his companions, he durſt enguage 
himſelfe they would every one of them elect 
Death before Slavery, but that he was of opi- 
nion they might obtaine cheir liberty by a 
leſſe hazardous way then what was then pro- 
pounded, for Every day ( ſaid he )the Gladi- 
ators are to fight *tis the cuſtome to feede 
them very early that they may digeſt their 
meate before the combatt, & be the bener 
able to performe it, This being moſt certaine, 
my advice is, when our Keepers tomorrow 
come in to feede us , wee ſeize upon their 
Swords and kill them , leaſt they ſhould make 
any noyle,then with their Keyes we may open 
the Dores toour liberty, and perhaps( being 
early ) the Strectes may be ſo empty of people 
that with little reſiſtance wee may gett our © 
the Towne and recover the Monaraines of 
Pertely where *ewill be difficalt if not impoſſ1- 
ble to take us. 'This motion was higly reliſhe 
by all the company , and the onely thing my 
Prince diſ}:K'c init, was, that Batiatus wonld

and [heath'd them in their owne bodyes with 
ſuch expeditis,that they had their Fate before 
they could fearc it, Then takeing their Keyes 
wee open d the Doresof the Priſon , & come- 
ing 1ato the great, Court ; of Batjatns. houſe 
(which .wee were. necellicated to. palle tho- 
rough to get into the ſtreete) wee might per- 
ccive him { as the Gods would have it whoall- 
wayes puniſh cruelty ) attended only by. a 


couple of his meniall Servants , and (as wee: 


conjectur'd ) comeing to viſite us ; his amaze- 
ment was ſo great when he {awe us all at libers 
ty , that he had not the power, to fly,, which 


ave Caſtus ſufficient ryme to take away:his 


Life , but his Servants [cap't , and by their 
Cryes drew many people into the {trcets, 
molt of them in their ſhirts, for it, was very 


carly; Thoſe of the Capuans that had Armes: 


percceiveing wee had bur foyer Swords fell 
upon 
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hpon-us very reſolutely, and {doubtleſſe) had 
cut us off had we not recover'd a narrow 
lane , where my Prince, Canitius, Caſtus and 
I'who were thoſe only that had Armes) make- 
ing good the entrance of it gave our Com pa- 
nions tyme to breake into a Cookes ſhop 
that was behinde us, where having fitted them- 
ſelves , fome. with ſpitts , others with long 
knives and ſuch kinde of Weapons , obſerve- 
ing how our Enemyes 1increaſt, and that de- 
lay would bring a certaine ruine, wee charg'd 
themſo furiouſly,that wee made way.through 
all choſe that opos'd us, and by the death of 
ſome Thirty or Forty, recover'd that Gate of 
the Towne which leades to the Mountaines of 
Pettely juſt as ſome of the Inhabitants were 

ocing to {hut it, who as ſoone as they percei= 
yd us, fledd, & lefrus a free pallage, the Ca- 
puans not darcing then to purſue us any far- 
ther, In this retreate my Prince and Canitins 
brought up the Reare , Caſtus and 1 lead our 
Companions , and though wee foure were 
wounded , yet 'twas fo favourably , that ic 
hinder'd not our' martch. Wee were not fix. 
teene farlongs out of Capua( which accord- 
ing tothe Roman accompt makes two Miles) 
Eo i ns 
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when we overcooke ſome Horſes: loaden with 
Weapons for Fencers poeing to Salapia, 
cthoſchorle and Armes-wee (eiz'd on { bur did 
their Owners no-harme) and -had (carcely fit- 
eed ourſelves with them, when we might per- 
ccive 320, Capuans that followd us with an 
eagerancfle that ſpoake their intentions. The 
mequality of our Numbers did- ſomething 
Rartle our Companions art the firſt;, bur my 
gencrous Prince-ſo. animated them, that he 
made them notonly refolye co fight , bur ſave 
the Capnans the labour ofhalte.cheir martch, 
The: Enemy perceiving-our intentions. Ic« 
cciv'd our: charge with mach reſolution, but 
Artabbanes gaveir with more, and did actiin 
that occafion:things ſo: worthy himſelfe, thac 
at laſt the'Capuans were routed, and moſt of 
them kill'd , for wee follow'd the Execution 
to their very Gates, which wee found ſo ill 
guarced(anvaiuerſallfeare having (ciz'd ups 
on all the lnhabicants) that had our Num- 
bers bin proportionable to our advantage, we 


might have polleſt that.great Citty. But wee 


were ſatiſhed with- our ſucceſle, and at Night 
retird'oar ſelves ro a place of a very. ſtrong 
{ciruation- which Caſtus ſhew'd ns, who by 


—_ good 
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good fortune was perfectly acquainted with 
that Countrey, This place I ſpeake of was a 
Hill of a great heightin the Middleofa Plaine 
about Eight Furlongs circumference, and ine 
accellible every way but one, by which alſo 


' there could not come above five a breſt, The 


next morning wee met together to chooſe 
our ſclves a Captaine, knowing that a Body 
how litle ſoever without a Head is a monſter. 
My Prince was elected, whoſe vallour and 
conduct inthe late fight gave him that place 
without either oppolttion or cauy, to whame 
we all {woare obcdience till we might gete 
out of Italy & ſo returne to our owne Coun- 
tryes, for wee were of ſcycrall Nations though 
the moſt, of any one were Thracians. Then 
our new Souldiers deſiring to knoye their 
Captaincs Country and Name , came and 
beggd of him the knowledge of both, but my 
Prince who would not acquaint them with ci- 
their, leaſt it might in tyme diſcover him ,de- 
fird their excule , telling them he was ty'd 


| toa concealement of both by ſome high con- 


fiderations , The Thracians then who I told 
you were the moſt in mamber of any one

{ball begg yon ( ſaid Symander to Callima- 
Ehas to take, natice of. for 1 ſhall for a while 


. call my generous Maſter no more but by that 


Name, ſince *rwas ander it he purchas'd (o 
great a. proportion of. Glory that it cannot 
bave an-ende till the World has, O Gods ! 
( {aid Callimachus to Symander) Is it then 
Artabbancs, thatnnder the name of Sparta- 
cas, did from ſo weake a begining ſhake the 
Roman E mpire worſe than ever Hanniball 
did ?and who lo fill'd the World with his ge- 
ncrous Actions, that not to have heard of him 
is AS great a wonder as any! he perform'd ? 


This( reply'd Symander ) is that ſame Spar- 


tacus who corneing into [taly a Slave loaden 
with Chaines and miſcries, by his vertue and 
Courage hadicertainely ſubje&ed the grearett 
Empire of the World , if ar tealt his Sonldicrs 
had bin of that Temper which Hanniballs 
were, ForSpartacus knew as well how tomake 
yſc of a victory, as to winne it , if-that 
great Generall had done the like and had fol- 
lowed {accelle afmuch as ſuccefle did him, - 
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had made the Carthaginians, Lords of all the 
World. One great advantage Hanniball had, 
which was though his Army were compos'd 
of ſeverall Nations , yet they never mutined, 
bar wich aſmuch ſatiſfaction as Duty obſery ed 
his orders. If my generous Maſter had enjoy'd 
that bleſliing , the Parthians had now held 
that Empire in poſleſſion, which the Cartha- 
ginians only had in expectation , as you ſhall 
heare by the-ſequell of my diſcourfe. W hich 
ſaid Callimmachas, I muſt ;ncerrupt , to begg 
you torclolve me two doubts, the Firſt is, why 
the Romans gave oat that Spartacus was a 
Thracian? and the ſecond, Why they faid 
he was KilÞd in that famous Batrell of the 
Treaches, which he fought againſt Marcus 
Craſſus ? To fatilty your firit doubt ( reply'd 
Symander ) I muſt acquaint you that thoſe 
Thracians which gavehim the Name of Spar- 
tacus, when they ſawe his glorious victories , 
and that he would notthen diſcover where he 
was bone, reſolv'd fiacehe tooke his Name 
out of their Language to give him hisorigi- 
na!l from their Country , which my Prince 
aid not contradict forthoſe Reaſons] former- 
ly (pecifi'd ,ſo that the Romans when they ſaid 
Pp he 
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he wasa Thracian, gave cut but that which 
they credditred cthemſelvs. To your ſecond 
doubt, which concearnes his ſuppoſed Death, 
I ſhall begg your patience butalicle' that 1 
may tell it you in its due order. for 1 perceive 
by your Quceltions you are alreatly acquain- 
red with ſo much of my Princes adventures, 
that itwill very much ſhorten the Relation of 
them. I muſt confcſle(reply'd Callimmachus) 
though my profeſſion and inclination have 
made me thelc fewe yeares live areclule life & 

give me no great curiolity to enqyire. afcer 
Newes, yer your generous Princes actions 
have reach'd my Eares but in ſo confus'd a 
way , that yon will doe me a ſinguler fauour to 
acquaint me with all che perticulers , being {0 
Enamour'd of his vertue that 1 cannot bur be 
bighly intereſſed in any thing that relates un- 


to a turther knowledg of it; then Degping Sys 


manders excule for having defir'd. ro antici- 


-pate his Relation, which he: beſought. him to 
receive as an Argument of his great CONCErn- | 


ment in Artabbanes ſafety, by his ſilence in- 
vited him to continue his diſcourſe , which 
Symander did ini theſe words: I left off where 
Arcadbancs vnder the name of Spartacus was 

choſen 
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choſen Captaine by his companions, which 
Title oblig'd him to provide for all their ſafe- 
tyes: His firſt cares were, to fortify our Forte, 
(which he did by makeing many Traverſes 
tpon the: Advennes )and co procure a Maga» 
zineof Vidtaalls which at laſt he accompliſhe, 
bur with much difficulcy , being conſtrayned 
eo fight for every thing he brought in; The 
Capuans too, were takeing order for their ſafe- 
tyes, and having found by their firſt eſſay, 
that cwas not an caſy thing to conquer us in 
the feild ; but farre more hardly to be effected 


in the ſtrong Forte wee were in, having fur- | 


niſhc it with all neceſſarics for three Months, 
diſpatcht away ſome of their Cittizens to 
Rome to acquaint the Senate with what was 
paſt, and co implore their ayde for the ſup- 
preſſingot their Bondmen{for ſo they alwayes 
_ termed us). The Senate takeing their motion 
into debare, and firideing how great prejudice 
all Italy had receiv'd by the Slaves that were 
riſen in Sicily ( which were not then quiteſup- 
preſt ) how that from a weake beginning, 
they had made a dangerous progreſle, & thar 
It would bring their Fame and their Empire 
into contempt, when that their very Slaves 
ne Pp 2 7 could 
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could-endanger both, reſolv'd for this exper 
dition to employ Cladice the Pretor., with 
3000 men., who having receivd his Com» 
miſſion ( which was to puc us all co the Sword) 


lefr Rome, and by great Marches advanc'd. 


towards us, wee were nor ignorant of theſe 

reparations by the induſtry of Caſttus{ who 
is the Country., was employ'd. as. a 
ſpye, and 'will wee were beſeidg'd , brought us 
trequent-and true Intelligences; but at laſt the 
Precor and his. Army which was recruited by 
ſome additionall forces out.of Capua) were 


come lo-necre.us. that they. drew.upin Batta- 


lia, and faced our Forte. Spartacus who 
was rcfolv'd comake them diſpuce every foote 
of ground, made ſome. ſach vigorous. fallyes 
that the Romans were hinder'd from Campes 
Ingabove 24. howers, and had our Numbers 
bin equall to our Reſolutions , wee had made 
eur Enemyes knowe, that. thoſe they had to 
deale with., had nothing of. Slaves: but the 
Name. My Prince having acquainted Clo- 
dius by the lofle of 200. of his gouldiers. of 
what temper.we were made; gave. him.leave 
to (cttle his Campe, leaſt, he. might. harraſſe 


His owac Men more. then the. Enemyes. 'The 


Pretar 
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Pretor who underſtood the Arte of Warre, 8& 
knew the Truth of this Maxime , Thar a 
place ſtrong by ſcituation is eaſily blocker up, 
elected that way .of conquering us;-Bur ſince I 
have ſo many things of Souldiery. eo acquaint 
you with, I muſt runa them over brcifcly , by 
eelling you , That though the ſeaſon of the 
Yeare were Very incommodious to lodge in 
the open. Ayre,.yert the Romans having en- 
dur'd a world of Miſcries by the fury ofthe 
weather, would not(for all) decline cheir ſeidge, 
but by the continuance of it:reduced? us to 
that extreamity for wantof Victualls , that we 
reſoly'd, rather: than ſuffer-the torments of 
Faminc, tofallupon all the Army, and with 
our Swords-in-our hands, dye atting our 'Rc« 
venge, which determination wee had the next 
morning put in practice, had not1 fonnd out 
a ſtrange way for our deliverance , for the 
Eucning precediog-thavday, in- which we re- 
ſolv'd:to performe our deſperate enterprize, 
as | was lookeing overour Forte, 1 tooke no- 


| Lice of certaine wilde Vines, that grewe upon 
"'theſide of the Rocks , fothick:,and infuch a- 


bundance., that I begann to fancy it noe very 
dithcult.ching,, by their helpe , & our owns 
K SS,  indaſtry- 
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indgſtry:t9 gert downe.onto the: Plaine,” This 
Immagigation-Liriſtantly«communicated''to 
Sparfacas:& tothe relt,, who.haveing viewed 
the place. were alt of my opinjon , wee there- 
fore: begann;o: make ladders'; like thofd in 
Shipps,; for'the Vines being: fiipple, of a'great 
length ,and Strong , were almolt as uſctull as 
Ropes, and the Rocks nor makeingone eonti- 
nued.;predipice, bur in ſome places reſems 
bliag foaffolds and Stages , did ſo-facilitate 
our attemprt, that ewo howers before Day , we 
all fafely-deſcendedon the Playne, my Gene- 
roas Mater having leadd us the way, which 
Was alwayes: his practice, where there was a- 
ny danger, Then as we were gocinp to ad\iſe 
with Caltus what way.to take to recover the 
Mountajne,My-P rince over-heareing it came, 
and begg'dus to make uſe of no other Guide 
but bim, and co take no other way bur that 
which ;lcad:ca:the Roman Cawpe, whete'a 
Victory, as: certaine- as. it: would be glorious 
did attend us: Ina word , he told us ſo many 
Arguments for.embracein glo happy an ops 
portunity,thac.they preferr'd the honor of the 
attempr before thcir owne ſafety , and obeyed 
Spartacas , who. leadeing-them. ſome Tenn

farlongs.abouvt fell inra-GlodiasCam pe, 
found chem {o. vuprepar'd ( for thy keptnoe 
Centryes but. towards the Advenues of our 
Forte having all.Icaly to.freind heſjdes ) that 
wee kill'd adove.5o8 of themnin their, butts 
before they tooke the Allaram, which at laſt 
was fo hott(nor knowing from whence ſo great 
anexecution proceeded ) thae-Clodius, and 
all .choſe-thac ſcap'r:the fury.of our Swords, 


were oblig'd to their teere for their (aferyes 


& lefr us che quiet poſſeſſion of their Campe, 
with all the Riches 4. V.idtualls, and Armes in 
ir. The-reporte: of this. great {ucceile was ſa 
faddenly difpers'd , that in lefſe than Tenn 
dayes aboue 1000, aſwell Slaves as diſconten= 
ted and poore Men ,. came to; offer their ſer+ 
vice to my Prince ,. wha willingly receiv'd 
them., and.gave Armes to ſuch as wanted any 
out of thoſe he had taken from the Pretor z 
Bur Spartacus having, na;bangk of; Ticaſara 
to maifitaine ſuch aconfluence,of People as 
every day came thronging under his Enſign's, 
and knowing thart to live upon the ſpoyle-was 
asdrtbonelt as vapolitick, and. would:ſaſcat- 
ter his! Army , that: the Romans could: not 
miſle an occaſion of deſtroying it , publiſh'e 
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thacifthe Conntry would ſend him in a com 
perear proportion of Victualls and mony, 
they ſhould receive noc prejudice , but if they 
hegleted (o favourable an offer, whatſoever 
Miſeries they:luffer'd byir, muſt be caſt upon 
the (coare of cheir obſtinacy. This in ſome 
places prevail d, but in others it did not,thoſe 
enjoyed the effects of his-clemency and theſe 
rclentedthe-roward-of theirwilfallacs. Burto 
confine my felfe ro my engapement of runn- 
ing over breifly all-my Princes generous Adtia 
ens in this Warre ,; Iayill acquaine:you, that 
the Romans after the defeate of Clodins, ſear 
Varinus the Pretor with. 8000 men againſt 
Spartacus, and -becauſc his Army was to be 
formed out of ſoverall Garrifons, which' of 
neceſſity would take-up ſome Tyme;, ke fenr 
Furius, his Leiutenantwith 2000 Souldiers 
before him to preſerac.the Country from our 
tacurſions;whick my Prince -having intelli» 
$erice of, drew.ogt z000. of his. ſele&.Men , & 
martch'c all Night with chem towards a Val- 
ky which Farias was to paſſe thorough next 
morning , and .theiran hower: before day , in 
two (mall Groues about a (Farlong: aſſander; 
he lodg'd his party, Wee had nor long _—_ 
= nu 
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nu din expectation of our Enemyes bat wee 
ſawe Furins in the head of his Army march- 
ing in very gcod order which Spartacus. 
ſoone broke, for diſcovering wabily with: 
600. of his Souldiers he gave the Romans {o 
rclolnte and vacxpected a charge , thatat firſt 
he diſcompos'd them, Bur Futius who per- 
ceiv d how racanfiderable our numbers 
were , ſoone rallyed his rnen, and then gave us 
lo vigorous a repayrnent that wee found ie 
bigh tyme to give the the ſignall for Caniti- 
tis and: Caſtus with thole 400 men that were 
yer 1a oac of the Groves for our Reſerue, 
which no ſooner appeard than the Enemy 
fedd, not knowing but every wood might be 
ſo furniſht, The Country being very fitt to 
follow the execution there eſcaped not above 
20010 all, of which number Farius was none 
who {corning to owe his ſafety to his flight 
thraſt himſelte 1nto-the-midit of us, and there 
found that Fate which Sparracus cndeavour'd 
to prevent, but the eagerneſle of his Souldiers 
was ſuch.thar he.cquld only oblige him.in de- 


 ſipne ,andnotinAcion yet after his Deaths 


be gave him aBuriall fuicable to the! eſteeme 
he had conceiy'd oi bis Courape. T his defcats 
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increaſt our Army much more than the Ro- 
mans ſoit in ir, & the Senate no ſooner heard 
of it but they relolv'd by a powerfull Force 
eo pluck upp this Warre by the Rootes and 
not to ſend inconſiderable Numbers againtt 
ns which did but ſerve to increaſe our Repu- 
tation &ecljpſe theirowne, In order to which 
they gave Coffinins the Command of 10000 
men, and joyn'd himin Commiſſion with Va- 
rious, who by this was recruited with morc 
than Furius had loſt, Spartacus quickly found 
that iftheſe two Armyes ſhould joyne,'twould 
be dithcult if not impoſſible any longer to 
maintainea Warre, and therefore was pro- 
jecting ſome way to avoyde this ſtorme, bur 
fancy'd none (o probable as by taking the feild 
which might furniſh him with an occaſion to 
fgbr wich them aſſunder. His Army then 
conlilting of 8000, he marchr direly towards 
Varinus, who lay encamp't threeſcore Fur- 
longs from our Forte in expectation of his 
Colleagve who had then newly left Rome, 
My Prince-having faced his Campe invited 


himoutof it, and by many other wayes cn- 
-deavour'd to provoke him to Battell, but 
when he perceiv'd all was fruitlefle , be in- 


rrencht 
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erencht himſeite ezghre Furlongs from the 
Pretor , gave out that his men rann away day- 
ly, and for foure' Nights ſaccellively kept 
great Fires in his Campc,and permicted none 
of his Souldiers to appeare without nor with- 
in his Trenches. The firſt Night having ad- 


vertiſement that Coſlinius was within a litle- 


dayes marchof Varinns, with aſmuch ſilence 
asan Army could riſe he quite his Campe, 
leaveing ſome fewe to continue thoſe accu- 
ſtomed Fires in ic, and march't all Night to- 
wards Coſlinius , whoſe Scouts being taken 
by ſome of onrs , afcer a few threatnings con- 
felt that their Generall was not then in his 
Campe bart lay ata (mall Village nor farre 
diſtant from it to make ule of certaine Bath's 
which were theres Spartacus immediately (cnt 
Caſtas with a commanded party of (elect 
Horſe to ſurprize him , and continu'd his 
martch cowards the Enemy , but Collinius 
gott the Allarme tyme-cnough to recover to 
his Campe, which he was no (ooner come in- 
to chan our Army ſtormed it and afccr a bloo- 
dy refiſtance entered, There Cofliaius obſerue- 
ing how my Prince peirc'd & broke his relo- 
lateſt Troopes had thec6 dence to fight with 
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'bim which coſt him his Life, His fell was nee 
ſooner divuig'd but all his Army ſought their 
fecuricy in their Feete haveing found their 
Swords were vnable to pive it them , ſome 
'2000. c{cap't, chereſt were kill'd',' and afrwe 
taken. The day by this tyme appear'd and 
"ah 'd our Sc Ss , that rhe Riches they 
had-purchaſt by the Victory was as greate as 
the honor, Haveingreſted & refreſhed them- 
felves a while, the next Night wee retarnd to 
our owne Campe , where we found how, well 
Varinas' had bia deluded by our Fires -and 
our Souldicrs not {hewing themſelves the 
Five precedent Dayes, ' his Sir ( continued 
Symander) is {o (trange, that were it nor as 
generall a knowne Truth I ſhould 'not have 
the confidence toreiliryon. The next morn 
Ing aftcrour returae, Spartacus lent 500. "Pri. 
ſoncrs( takenar Colſivius defence] ) unto Vari- 
nas and bidd them-rell him, though the Ra- 
mans nhags ro him and their- barbarous Com- 
mitlions they gave their Generalls of ſhewing 
noe mercy deſerved in Jultice. a proportio- 
nate returne, yethe efttem'chan ilbattion fite 
ecr to be avoyded than immitated , therefore 
preſcmed him theſe Captives, baving only 
exacted 
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exacted an oath from them, of not bearing 
 Armes againſt him for a yeare. 'Twere hard 
to tell rhe ſeverall conjeturs our Enemyes 
had in their Campe when they perceiv'd thoſe 
500. unarmed Men march up tothem, bur 
"ewere farre more difficult to deſcribe their 
orcife when they knew the Caule of it. The 
rage of thisdefeate and the confidence Vari- 
nus hadofnotbeing releiv'd , made him alter 
that cold Reſolution of protracting the Watrre 
& by ereRing a (carlett Coate-Armour over 
his Bent ( which is the Romans fignall of 
Battell)oave us aſmuch joy as our ſucceſle did 
afterwards afford him diſcontent. But his 
fury not haveing ablolutely- blinded his 
Indgement he drew up his Army in fo advan- 
'tagious a place that hemipht retire fafely into 


his Campe if he found the Victory inclin'd "a 


our {1de, which precaution he ſoone made: uſe 
of, and by it.deferr*dhis ruine for a fewe dayes 
which afterwards: happen'd neere -Salapia a 
conſiderable Towne in the Eaſt parte of Italy, 
where the lucceflewas fo entire that not above 
11500. eſcaped, in which number: Varians was, 
haveing loſt his Axes & Rodds.the Badges of 
his Precorthip with the officers that carryed 
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them, to whome Spartacus ſoone reſtor'd 
them and them to their liberty , but our Ar- 
my commanded them to tell the Senate T hat 
their Generall wonld not make uſc of the Re- 
galia's 'rill he had the Empire too. Amongſt 
thoſe Priſoners then taken, there was ſome 
young Men of Salapia , who thinking to have 
a ſhare in Varinus Victory were ( the day bc- 
fore his defeate ) come into his Army , and 
findeing ſodifferent a Fortune to that which 
they expected delird to ſpeake with Sparta- 
cus, where they tould him, that Salapia was 


without any Garriſon, that the cheifelt Cirti- 


Zens in it were their Freinds and Kindred, & 


ſuch with whome thy had much power, which 


they wonld employ for the reduceing of itin- 
ro his hands if he would reſtore them their 
Freedome and engage his Faith that their 
;\Towne & Townſmen ſhould enjoy the ſame 
ammunities and priviledges under him that 
they did under the Romans, in a word they {o 
rcpreſlented the Terror the Salapians were iv, 
and the Intereſt they had in chem , that Spar- 
tacns graunted unto them whatſoever they * 
deiir'd and immediatly martch' directly 
hither, That which induc'd thoſe Priſoners 
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to make that overture was, that ſome of our 


Othcers in their diſcourſe had not only aſſur'd 


chem thar the firlt deſigne wee ſhould goe 
npon was to take in their Citty, but that they 
themſelves mult expect the Laſt rigour of 
Warre if they did not contribute their aſli- 
ſtance in the reduceing of it, which if they 


. would vnadertake and performe might not 


only be a {inguler advantage to Salapia , but 


reſerve their owne Lives which were fo juſt- 


ly forfeited to the Law of Armes, Theſe 


- Men chrough ſuch like jnfuſtons were (o terri- 


fycd,that partly ont of relation to the mlelves, 
and partly out of care of their Towne which 
(wichout yeelding)by the greatneſle of our Ar- 
my( then indeed growne very conſiderable) 
mult become in fewe daycs a prey to the inſo- 
lent Souldier) inclin'd them to that motion, 
which was the cauſe of farniſhing my Prince 
wich an occaſion to ſerve two of the moſt ver- 
tuous Lovers That Tyme did produce, and 
in obligeing them, he received a farre higher 
ſariſtaction , than by takeing of ſo important 
a place, By this our Army haveing fac'd Sala- 
pia, halte thoſe young men , were permited 
to trye their power , the other halfe remaine= 
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ingas hoſtages for them, and traely they were 


fo lucceſicfull in the attempt, haveing terrified 
che Salapians with the vaitacilc of our Forces 
(which impreſſions they” were Apt enovgh to 
reccive by the blooddy deteare of Varinus the 
Precor ) tharc immediatly they deputed ſome 
of the cheiteſt Cirrizens ro treate with my: 


Prince for the conditions of their ſurrender,: 


ahd had lo farre advanc'd the worke that eve- 
ry thing wason the point of concluſion when 


4 Mcflenger tromche Towne, deincing and. 


being admitted roſpeake with the Depuryes, 
whiſper'd. them ſomethiog in the. Eare, after 
which they all beg ggd leave of Spartacus to 
Teturne for a while, there being in their ab- 
ſence ſome Tumules. happen'd amongſtitheig 
Salapians which nothing but their preſence 
conld appeaſe, which being graunted, and 


they not aQuarter of an. houer return'd, bur: 


thoſe young Menthartwere. employ'd.into'Sa- 
japia werefent back intothe Campe, all the 
Walls Mann'd , and a blooddy Colours hung 
our; af which o {adden an, alteration we could 
nHotimmagin'the Cauſe *cill thoſe Priſoners 
told tis; that during the Treaty a young' Gen- 


weman called Pcrolla, who.under the Romas 
Ton ; ad 
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had purchaſt much Glory , had by ano- 
ration ſo perſwaded the Salapians, that they 
werereloly'd rather to hazard their ruine by 
reſiſtance than purchaſe the avoyding of it 
by a ſubmiſſion , that. the Cittizens haveing 
taken up that 'determinarion' wonid have de- 
caind them, leaft Spartacus inſenced by their 
inconſtancy, might inflit the Puniſhment of 
iron them : againſt which they repreſented 
the injuſtice of the ation, the certaine Death 
of their Companions, and how *twould give 
one that had the power, the will to deſtroy 
Salapia , but finding all their reaſons rejected, 
they went to Perrolla ,' whoſe Gallantry they 


ſaid was as great as his Courage, & having ac- 


quainted him with the conditions on which 
they were ſent into Salapia & their deſires, he 
not only highly commended their honeliy, 
bur gave ſtrict order they ſhould returne to 
the Campe, which no one durſt oppole, all of 
them haveing truſted him for the tyme being 
with the ablolucc Command, Wee ſoone 
found by this Relation the occaſion of (o ſud- 
den a change, and that Salapia muſt be pur- 
Cchaſt with aſmach difficulty as a litle before 
wee were perlwaded to have obtained it with 
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caſe. Bite Spartacus haveing fac't iti found 
himſelfe bound in honor tomakethem repent 
the contemning of his Mercy,& therefore in- 
ftantly ſecurcing all the Advenues, he gave 

ditections for many (calling. Ladder Rowle- 
ing Bridges and Faggotts to be forthwith pro- 
vided; "Then calling for all the Salapians who 
were o ia Number he told them, That he 
was forry their Cirtizens had deluded him, 


* but *rwas only in relation to thers(elies, ſince 
Ir would render their deſtruction as jult as it 


was inevitable, That to Conquer (o confider- 
able a Place was more for his. honor than to 
have itgiven him , That he had endeavour'd 
To make them yeeld by faire meanes becauſe 
he preferr'd the ſayeing of blood beforethe 
Glory of his Army , That for their owne:per- 
ticalers, their declineing the Temptations of 


their freinds and returneing to his Campe 


when they could not but dovbt_his-reſent» 


.ment, was a ſtrong proofe of their'Gallantry 


orof the high opinion they had of his, cither 


of which cauſes were equally obligeing, Fhat 


by the caracter they had given him of Perol- 
1a, he was'miore ambitious to- have him for a 


Freind than an Enemy , but would not dcehire 
that 
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chat happineſle then, leaſt it might deprive 
him of a certaine Vidory : That he ſo much 
valued vertue ( though in his Enemyes ) that 
leaſt Perolla's might not be well ſeconded , he 
gavethem all { aſwell for his ſake as for their 
owne ) their liberty , and leave to employ ir 
in hisſervice for the defence of Salapia, which 
he aſſur'd them would be all licle enough a 

ainſt an Army on whome victory did as con- 
ſtantly as juſtly attend. The Salapians who 
expected a quite contrary entertainment ,at- 
ter many exprellions of their Ioy and grati- 
tude reply 'd, That if upon' their recurne'they 
could not per{ſwade their Cittizens to yeeld 
unto fo generous a Conqueror ; that yet at 
leaſt upon their. Ramparcs. they would con- 
firme the good opinion he had of their Cou- 
rapes, and either make his Victory worthy 
_ "that Name, or his defeate the more exculavle 
by their refiltance, Spartacus, extreamly 


leas'd with this anſwer afſur'd chem, that he 
o 


would in very fewe dayes ſummon them ot . 


their promiſe, & obſerve if they would ſatisfy 
_ this laſt enguagement as puncually as they 
had their firſt, which if they did, he would 
contelle in giveing them their ſrcedome he 
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had more oblig'd himaſclfe than them, Theſe 


young Men being come to Salapia , ſo mag- 
nifi'd my Prince unto Perolla, thac he knew 
not whither the milfortune was greater in ha- 
veing ſo much vertue to his Enemy , or the 
happineſle io haveing ſo ample an occaſion 
of Slory, Two dayes were palt .in light skir- 
miſhes whilſt our preparations-for an aflaulr 
were perfected , The T hird , an hower before 
ewas light our Army advanc'r , & every divi- 
ſion haveing receiv'd their orders began a fu- 
rious ſtorme , which was receiv'd. with an e- 
quall refolution, ſfixe honers together the bu- 
ſinefſe was diſputed without any apparent ad- 
vantage oncither fide, and every place hll'd 
with hotror and blood, death being given and 
Teceivdin a thouſand: ſeverall wayes : at laſt 
Canitins who had the command of all-the 
Germans in the Army, planted one of our 
Enſignes upon the Walls, but was ſo ſudden- 
Jy repalſt, that before my Prince could have 
ryme tocommend his Courage he had cauſe 


ro pitty the miſfortune of it: Nyne of our feve- 
rall Commanders had the ſame Fare that day 
aſwell :n their refolations as miſfortunes, And 


Spartacus perceiving that they ar laſt fought 
rather 
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rather by duty than inclination , ſounded a 
xctreate, which was fo redily obey'd, that 
the Enemy found it rather proceeded from 
apprehenſion than diſcipline , and therefore 
fell ſo briskly in ourReare, that it had endan- 
ger'd all the Army had not my Prince in per- 
ſon with 500. of the reſoluteſt Men made head 
againſt chem, and though he ſtopt the execu- 
tion and at laſt made them retire , yet it was 
ſo lealurely and in ſuch good order, that their 
rctreate appeard rather their election than 
their neceſlity. Spartacus havcing doubl'd his 
Guards, and taken ſtrict order for the ren- 
dring ineffcnall of all Sallyes, return'd to 
his Tent more vnſatiſhed with the repulſe 
than with the lofle, where all thoſe Officers 
whoſe wounds permitted them , and who had 
that fatall day capt Perolla's Sword came to 
jaſtifie themlelves , profeſſeing that they were 
not more troubl'd at their diſgrace than deſi- 
rous the next morning to repaire it, and ma- 
niteit by their Victory that the ſufpenſion of 
it proceeded from their want of Fortune not 
of Conrage,, orby their :Death ſhewe whole 
Souldters they were, That their affront ( by a 
joyart concurence of all their obſervations) 
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proceeded from Pcrolla , who was vbiquitary 
and knew: noe certaine Poſt but where there 
was the certain'ft danger which he courted 
with an cagerneſlcas great as his ſacceſie. Ma- 
ny other expreſſions they made to vindicate 
the affront , and to ſhew how willing they 
were to repaire it, which would be too-redious 
to relate, and to which my Prince reply'd, 
That he was as much fatiſfted with the ſence 
they had of their miſtortane as troubled at the 
occafion of it, that according to their deſires

thatit was their Fortune only had ſnſpended 
their deſtrutions. The Officers by many ex- 
preſſions haveing thank'e Spartacus for (0 
high a complement plac't upon their Conra- 
ges, were retireing when there came in News, 
2 > a 
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that Granicas with moſt of thoſe athers which 
we thought had bin kill'd by the Salapians 
were comeing to my Prince, who extreamly 
ſarpriz'd at the accident,ſent for them in, Gra» 


nicus therefore (with {1x (core of his Compa= 


nions \immediatly preſented himfelfe & told 
him, After the Aſſault Sir was ended, Perolla 
commanded all che Priſoners to be brought 


unto him, and haveing learn't that I was of 


the molt conſiderable quallity amovgſt them, 
addreſt himſclfe varo me and ſpoke to this ef- 
fect. Thar liberty which both you and your 


Companions have loſt by my better fortune, I 


here againe reftore yon, and for your ranſome 
I ſhall only deſire you to tell the Generous 
Spartacus , I aw exceedingly troubl'd that he 
has ſo much canſe ro looke upon this action, 
as an exprellion of gratitude and not of that 
Aﬀection his Gallantry has created in me; 8 
though his uſage to the Salapians he ſent me 
expects this asa jult retriburion, .yetthe high 
Opinion | have of his. vertue, was no way an 
inferiour motive: tell him beſides, that thoſe 
whoſe wounds will not permit them to goe off 
with you , ſhall receive an enrertainment 
which ſhall ſpeake the opinion I have of their 
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Generall , that their healths and libertyes 
ſhalbe the ſame thing , & thatI almoſt thinke 
Ita miſfortune to defend my Country ſince 
byit I am neceſſitated to be his Enemy. This 
high Generolity had ſo powerfull an influence 
on my Prince, that had not his honor bin fo 
deeply engag d , he had rais*d the Seidge , and 
would have thonght it more glorious to de- 


cline fighting againſt ſo gatlant and civill an 


Enemy than to have conquer'd him; but that 
Tyrant which binds us to follow other mens 
opinions more than our owne , forc't him to 
continne his former deſigne of ftormeing Sa- 
lapia next morning, & | dare trnely aftirme, 
the deſire he had of takeing ſo conſiderable a 
place was more prevalent with him out of an 
expeation that thereby he might evince 
himſelfe worthy Perolla's frendſhijp and finde 
an occaſion-to oblige him, than any other c6- 
{ideration whatſoever; which leaſt the fury of 
his Souldiers might prevent, he allur'd thoſe 
that conld fave the Generous Perolla's Life 
ſhonld have a more conſiderable reward then 
his Ranſome. The day no ſooner appear'd bur 
Caſtas began the Aſſault on the Eaft ſideof 
the Citty , & Canittas with his Germanson

perceiving many of his Men kill'd and the 
reſt extremely [haken, to avoyd the precedent 
Dayes Fate, rooke np his owne Collours and 
crycd out, Thoſe that love their honoror their 
Generall let them follow me, then marching 
a round pace thorough Canitius men that 
were flying , he came againſt a Clowde of Ar- 
rowest0 the Foote of the Wall, where erecting 
ſome ſcalling-Ladders he refolately & ſuccefl» 
fally clymb'd up, and aſter a blooddy diſpute 
beate off che Defendants and planted that Co- 
lours he had in his hand upon the Rampire; 
] had the honor to be the neereſt to him in 
this ation, where he did fo many noble cx- 
ployts that Fortune muſt have bin as vnjuſt 
as they ſay ſhee is inconſtanc, had ſhee refus'd 
him this Victory, No ſooner had our. Army. 

erceind how ealy a pallage my Prince had 
made, then above 6000. of chem enter'd by 
that way., and withour ſhedding any more 
blood renderd themſelves abſolute Maſters 
of the Citty, bur whilit Spartacus was takeing 
order to preſerve the Salapians aſmuch as in 
ſach an occafion was poſlible, and that he had 
diſpers'd many of his Officers , and I with _ 
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them to doe the like,as I was goeing thorough 


one of the faireſt ſtreeres, | ſawe a greate cone» 
fluence of Souldiers about a houle whole 
ſtructure (afficiently ſpoake the magnithccnce 
of che Owner, and being come thither, 1 en- 
quir'd what was the cauſe of ir, one of the Of- 
ficers ſoone inform'd me,thata Company of 
youna Gentlemen only conſiderable for their 
Reſolutions, had made fo generous a defence,

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this defignejoyn'd with Blacius bat to noe eff 
fe&:; the. Capuans having Thute their: Eareg 
to af: motions bur thoſe of becomeing Slaves 
to Hannibal, who being informed by Pacnyi- 
ns that Capua was at his devotion made into 
| ita rrinmphanc entry , many Thouſands of 
people relorting thither to behold that Man 
in whome ſuch vertue dwelt , & upon whome 
Fortune ſo conſtantly atecnded, that whilſt his 
Conrage was ſubducing his Enemyes in one 

lace his Fame effectcd the like inanother. 
Bat whilt theſe Solemnityes were performes 
ing Blacins withdrew himlſelfe into this Citty, 
more out. of apprehenſ1s that his death would 


be pleaſing to Pacuvius than to decline ſacri-. 


ficeing himſelfe for the Roman Eempire t but 
 Magias Continu'd ſtill. at : Capuz , and his 


Councells being told to Hanniball by Peroli's 


Father, fo exaſperated him, that as ateſtimon 
of hisfury and power 'the-detmanded Magius 


afithe:Senate , wiole feare Cetonding: their 


Juſtice deliver'd him np, and who immedi: 


atly he:caus'd to be executed in the Markets 


place. For this Death Hanniballs Crackty was 


not fomuch condemn'd as Pacuyius'; whoſe 


hatredto our blcod was fo exorbitant, that 
of eaPel though 
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though Magias did ever oppoſe Blacius, and 
was alwayes oppos'd by him, yer the being 
my Fathers Enemy was not fo prevalent with 


Pacuvius co fave him, as being his Brother 


was to condemne him : Thus by this ladd 
Tragedy the Capuans found ſufficient Caule 
torepent, though not to repayre their incons 
ſtancy. But now( Sir ) I ſhall tell you a paflage 
which perhaps wilbe aſmuch admir'd for the 


Gallantry as for the rareneſic of it: Hanniball, 


who had indeed contracted a reall Freindſ{hip 
- with Pacnvius, cither as eſteemeing his in- 
tereſt in the Capuans neceflary to confirme 
and augment his Conqueſts, .or his vertnes 
worthy that honor, or both , but as a marke 
of his eſteeme and truſt, he lodg'd in his Houſe 
without the ordinary Guards which attended 
his Perſon: In the meane tyme Perolla , who 
allwayes oada high inclination to the people 
of Rome, and conſequently deteſted his Fa- 
thers ations, began ro proje& che death of 
Hanaiball,in which nothing made him irreſo- 
Jate burthe violating the Lawes of Hoſpitalli- 
| #\ty , & ſince the conſequence was great ot lo ge- 
nerousa defigne , it will not be amiſle to ac- 
quaint you with ſome of his reaſonings , be- 
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fore he eleRted it. W har { faid he to himſelf) 
ſthalll killthe upholder and Revengerot our 
Blood ? (halihis freind{hip to my Father be 
the cauſe of his ruine? and ihall he receive his 
Death from thoſe with whome :he truits. his 
Life? ſhalll rorevenge the Romans , ſtaine 
my owne reputation with a Marther, and 
Ruine my owne Family? who cannot 'fcape 
being ſacrifisd ro the Carthaginians Fury: 
Shali Rome owe her (afery to a- caute which if 
thee approv'd, render'd her vaworthy of it ? 

ſhalt thou. Kill a Conqueror whome. the 
Gods have free'd from their owne immediate 
puniſhment ( Thunder ) by covering him 


with Lawiell : (halc thou make away an Enc-. 


My who in thus giveing thee the Poger tode- 
{troy him, makes it a Crime to doe it * befides 
he is one who owes his Conqueſts only to his 
Courage and conduct, and'if the Roman Ems 
pitc-be vanquilhr' with thoſe Armes x flee des 
ſerves that Fate, whichro oppole were to. con- 
tradicte the juitlice of the, Gods and vertue.it 


lelfe: Ah no Perolla, leave off the thoughts of 


{ich a defigne , than which nothing can be a 
orcater Crime but the verformein? it. ric had 
ccrtainely gone away aiterd. though not 


pleas' 'd 
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pleas'd withtheſe reaſons had not his good Ge- 


nius infpir'd him with what you ſhall now: 


heare, Tis true ſaid he Hanniball js the up-- 


holder and Revenger of oar-Family, & there- 
fore the performance wilbe the more glorions: 
what greater obligation can ] put on the Ro- 
mans thanto ruine our Family co maintaine 
their Empire ? had - Magins bin. almuch a 
Freind as he was an Enemy to our blood, my 
deſ1gne might weare the name of Revenge, 
and an action of publique conccrnement 
might be ſtil'd che effect of a perticularhatred, 
fo thar all his favours ſhould rather invite 
than dilwade che attempt, which theſe circum- 
ſtances will prove rather an-impartiall juſtice 
than.ingratitude.. Bue remember Perolla how 
thy Countrymen branded with infamy Pers 
penna for having murther'd Sertorius rhough 
a Rebell to: the Comonwealth ,-how much 
more will they detelt thee for diftroying one 
whoſe tooranch verrtue and. ſucceſle arc his 
only Crimes. Bur then ( he continu'd ) why 
may noe (uppole they did but-counterfeicr, 
fince States have the ſame Artes , as perti- 
culer perſons, and it had bin an vnwiſc juſtice 


to commend that which they could not futh- 
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ciently reward : This partof Perpenna's Fate: 
I hope will attcnde my attempt, which is one 
invication' more, for to performe what any 
bur the Gods can reward is to (cll Gallantry , 
beſides my caſe wilbe. nobler than his , for l 
cannot doubt the higher Powers ſo much as 
ro deny him the freedome of his Sword to de» 
fend his Life, that if he fall , he may owe it to 
my Courage not my Treachery ,and then Ile 
expoſe my ſelte nnto his Army , ſince to flye 
were to ſhunn Martyredome, and to out-live 
the fa}, would ſhew as if Idelir'd to enjoy 
that ſecurity, purchace only for my Country. 
Theſe and many other Arguments fo fully 
confirm'd Perolla' that he only attended an 
oppottunity to' part h1s reſolution in practice; 
and though his grecene Age ( being then but 
18. yeares old) might have made his change 
from this determination appeare rather a 
thing incident to Youth than a want of Va- 
lour, yet he fo muctt ador'd vertue, that he 
could not be vaconſtant to whatfoever bore * 
her CharaRer, 'After he had with incredible 
impatience expected an occaſion , Fortune 
feem'd one Night to furniſh hira with one, 
for having lcara'd that Hanniball had with- 
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drawnec himfelfe into his, Chamber for a fewe 
houres to make a dilpatch to his Freinds at 
Carthage ,and:that all his followers were apon 
the likeemploymene co theirs ;Perolla ( who 
had alwayes free acceſtc unto him) was gocing 
to execute his deſigne, but it ſeemes the Fates 
would not let him by one generons ation 
hinder himfelfe from performeing many, for 
Pacuvins who had ſome intelligence then 
bronght him ofa deſigne the Capuans had to 
reycnge Magins death, & to recover the free- 
dome which that execation ſufficiently ſhew'd 
they had loſt, was then comcing to acquaint 
Hanniball with it, and in (uch a' conjunure 


of ryme char the Father & the generous Sonn 


mett each other at his Chamber-Dore, where 
Pacuvius ſccing Perolla arm'd , was ftrack 
wich ſo great anaſtoniſhment, that nothing 
could increa(e it bat the knowledg of the canlſe, 
which Perolla acquainted him with, in ſach 
raviſhing tearmes that his reaſon thongh noe 
his inclination was converted , and findeing 
thee happy opcration:: which his Arguments 
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aide, the :Romabs good* opinion , which it

if che fir{tit has' invitation enough in .it{elfe,

Atlaſt Hanniball. conſcared to Pacuyius re- 
quett , who the next. morning remov'd , and 
whoſe houſe was immediatly, ſo throng'd with 
Souldiers, that th' impoſſibility of attempting 
againlt hat tamous Capraines Lifc , was. as 
gcearas the diltroying/it had bin pleaſing ts 
Perolla, who findeing how. much his Father 
had abus'd him, reſfolv'd in himſelfe to goe 
whe Romans , An by the. gallantry. of his 
th Actions 
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Adions manifeſt- that 'twas'Pacuvius, and 
fort Pacavius blood which was an Encmy to 
their Empire , with this further hope, that his

caus'd Pacuyius who {till apprehended the: 


diſcovery of his fiction and the ſadd events it 
would incyitably produce ) ro Command his 
pcncrous. Spnne , £9 goe unto this Towne, 
which then had bin freſhly yeelded to Hanni« 
ball by Pacuvius power, there to countenance 
his Freinds; which injunction you may well 
conjecture was as plcaſeing to Perolla as his 
xemoyeall-fromCapua was to his Father. This 
joutny : thas refolv'd Pacuvius furniſht his 
Sonne with a Trainc fitt for one of the blead

eelins, that they had deputed ſcme of the !n-
